He com- 
plained that the terms of the bill 
would destroy the business of the 
grade A specialty dairies, by pur- 
porting to place a large volume of 
milk in grade A. 

Retail Price of Milk. 

The retail price of milk would 
be increased 1 cent a quart by the 
bill, it was asserted by Carl P. 
Spencer, attorney for the Fresh 
Milk Institute, made up of the prin- 
cipal dairies. He also expressed 
fear of an acute shortage of milk 
due to decrease of the number of 
producers. In substantiation, he 
said that, after Louisville, Ky., 
passed the standard milk ordinance, 
the retail price went up from 12 to 
14 cents a quart and the number of 
producers went down from 2600 to 
1500. 

As a result of inquiries made by 
dairy drivers, Spencer estimated 
that the dairies could, if they de- 
sired, obtain the signatures of 100,- 
000 customers who were. satisfied 
with the present supply. He. criti- 
cised the degrading provision as 
“un-American,” saying it consti- 
tuted the same penalty for minor 
and major offenses—‘“the same pen- 
alty whether you adulterate milk 
or have’a wooden floor instead of 
concrete where you milk cows.” 
Dairy interests, he concluded, .were 
favorable to a reasonable grading 
process and a reasonable inspection 
tax, but not those set out in the bill.

Granie Citv Painters Fall

After dangling precariously for an 
hour and a half in a chilling wind 
with his left foot caught in a trail- 
ing .rope.and his arm hooked 
around a smokestack guywire 90 
feet: above-the boiler-room roof of 
the Wagner Brewing Co. plant in 
Granite City, Bert Bareiter, a paint- 
er, was_rescued at 1:45 o’clock this 
afternoon. | 

Bareiter was about 10 feet below 
the top of the 165-foot stack, work- 
ing in a boatswain’s chair, when a 
rope broke and spilled him from 
his seat at 12:15 o’clock. He fell 
about 45 feet before his foot caught. 
in the hoist rope and he ‘was 
brought up with a heavy jerk 
alongside a guywire. ; 

His rescue was effected, after 
fire department ladders had proved 
too short to reach him by a rojpe, 
the end of which firemen tied to a 
long pole and, standing on the top 
rungs of an extension ladder, passed 
to him. 

The workman knotted the rope 
to the guywire and John Rogers, an 
East St. Louis steeplejack who had 
climbed to the top of the ladder, 
then went up the rope, carrying a 
block and tackle. After the block 
and tackle had been made fast to 
the guywire, he cut the line which 
held Bareiter’s foot, and both were. 
lowered to the roof. Bareiter was 
taken to St. Mary’s Hospital. 

While suspended alongside’ the 
stack Bareiter had called down to 
his rescuers that he thought his leg 
was broken, but examination at the 
hospital proved it had only been 
bruised. | 

A crowd of several hundred wit- 
nessed the rescue. Before the rope 
was used they saw Granite City 
firemen attempt to reach him with 
ladders, while other firemen stood 
on the boiler-room roof below him 
holding a life-net. The firemen re- 
mained at their post with the net 
until. he was taken down. 

After the Granite City ladders 
had failed to reach, a call was 
sent to the East St. Louis depart- 
ment and a ladder truck sped to 
the scene. Because the truck had 
to be stopped alongside the boiler | 
room and the ladder raised at an 
angle, this, too, proved an unsuc- 
cessful expedient. It was then that 
the rope was passed to the painter 
and his rescue was effected.

Still ill and exhausted, Father 
Burns described his ordeal to the 
Domel (Japanese) News Agency. 

“Last February, I was asked to 
go to the small town of Hwatientzu 
to hold’a’prayer meeting,” he said.

Servants and had.traveled about 
three miles from Tunghua and was 
passing under a high bluff, when 
suddenly the bandits leaped out 
at me. They pulled Me from my 
pony, tied -my hands behind my 
back and took me to their den, 
During the next 10 months—months 
‘of nightmare I.can féver forget— 
I-waeas forced to travel with the 
bandits on their long forced 
marches necessitated by their ac- 
tivities, | ;

In addition, it is-estimated that 
more than $1,000,000 will be needed 
between-Jan: 1 and April 1, when 
it. is expected that a new State 
appropriation: for relief will be 


available. No method has been pro- 


vided for raising the needed money, 
although the problem has been un- 
der consideration for two months.

of the anti-trust laws to corpora- 
tions distributing natural gas and 
Federal regulation of interstate gas 
pipe lines, 

Making what he described as @ 
“report on the unlawful monopoly, 
in the natural gas industry,” Smith 
charged the “pipe line barons” were 
forcing cities to bid against each 
other for natural gas supplies by 
creating a fear of gas shortage. 

Smith said evidence gathered by, 
the Cities Alliance, an organization 
of municipalities, should be submit- 
ted to a grand jury to break down 
control of the natural gas industry 
by a few large utility interests. 

Smith also urged the Mayors to 
support a municipal program for 
the conservation of natural gas re- 
sources by joining forces with the 
independent pipelirie companies. 

Suggests Moves for Cities.

This is exceedingly good news for St. Louis. Its 
citizens have become acutely concerned oyer insuring 
a safe milk supply for the city. The assurance that 
prospects now are favorabie for the measure’s passage 
shows how ‘the people’s veice can make itself heard. 
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PROF. LOEB RETIRES. 
How many St. Louisans knew that one of the 
world’s foremost pathologists and authorities on can- 
cer research (if not, indeed, the foremost) lives in 
this city? That he has held aloof from the limelight 
of public attention attests the modesty and sensitive 
nature of the man. But among scientists, the name 
of Prof. Leo Loeb is one to conjure with. His im- 
pending retirement from Washington University Med- 
ical School calls to general notice the career of a man 
who will be remembered and honored long after many 
contemporary front-page notables are forgotten. 

Prof. Loeb has been a true pioneer in his spe- 
cialfzed field. In a long list of significant observa- 
tions'and experiments and findings, his name leads 
all the rest, from the aspect of both priority and im- 
portance. Theories that he advanced years ago have 
now been established by his own research and that 
of colleagues. In the great crusade against the dread 
and baffling scourge of cancer, his contributions have 
been of the highest value.

UR Washington dispatches report that

It involved the Government in too large 
an endeavor to be intelligently directed by 
any one set of brains in Washington, and 
inevitably created the same impossible prob 
lem of “enforcement” which had already, 
beer? encountered, on a much smaller scale, 
in the case of national prohibition. — 

Simultaneously, it tended to “freeze 
prices, or to raise them, in many of those 
industries in which prices had previously 
fallen least, thereby discouraging the Com 
sumption of goods and intensifying a price 
disparity which had been one of the funds , 
mental forces of depression. 7 

As a matter of fact, most of the objec 
tives which these Jabor groups and business 
leaders seek are being accomplished with 
out the aid of NRA, and without the almost 
continuous governmental headache which 
went with it.

Gluten in Flour Must Be Made 
Tender and Elastic With 
Shortening and Leavening. 


Not many of us consider just 
what happens when we put togeth- 
er our batch of icebox rolls, breads 
or quick biscuits. We follow cer- 
tain orderly routines because it 
gives us the best results. 

Even the simplest of these breads 
is not simple. There are four in- 
gredients, flour, liquid, fat and a 
leavening agent which is baking 
powder if the liquid is water or 
sweet milk,’ or soda if. sour milk 
is used. The fat and leavening are 
used because of the gluten. . that) 


forms as soon as the flour is moist- 
ened. Gluten forms a meshwork 
which, with the starch in the flour 
becomes the structure of the bread. 
No other grain makes bread of 
the same texture that flour gives, 
because no other has gluten. If the 
bread is to be good, the gluten 
must be. controlled and that is 
where the bread maker’s skill lies. 
Gluten Is Stringy. 

Giuten by itself is stringy and 
tough. To make it tender and keep 
it elastic, several things may be 
done. It can be “shortened” and 
leavened, it can be thinned by add- 
ing more liquid, or it can be stiff- 
ened and strengthened by stirring 
and kneading. 

“Shortening” literally shortens 
the gluten strands, Fat will not 
dissolve in any of the ingredients, 
but it clings to and forms a film 
or layer around particles of flour, 
interfering when the liquid is add- 
ed. When the bread goes into the 
oven, the heat spreads the fat more 
thoroughly through the mixture, 
still further separating the gluten 
meshwork. 

Leavening means lightening by 
inflating with air, steam or gas. 
If no leavening is added, complete 
advantage is not taken of the elas- 
ticity of the gluten. Baking pow- 
der or sour milk and soda do that. 
When moistened they give off car- 
bon dioxide gas, which | spreads 
through the gluten meshwork and 
expands it. This expansion also 
spreads the gluten thinner and 
makes it more tender. Yeast leavens 
by fermentation, which takes long- 
er to act. 

Another Way. 

Another way to control the gluten 
is to increase the proportion of 
liquid to flour. In very thin batters 
such as popovers, the gluten is so 
dispersed in the liquid that beating 
has no effect upon its development 
and no fat is necessary to shorten 
it. To form the shell characteristic

When the queen held the declarer 
paw that there was much less 
chance of dropping the diamond 
king on the second lead of the suit 
than that another plan would suc- 
ceed, namely, that if he were to 
present West with his spade tricks, 
eventually the diamond lead would 
have to come up to his tenace.

Dr. Gruber has recently returned to 
New York from Russia, where she 
traveled about remote regions seldom 
visited by non-Russians She obtained 
her Ph. D. degree from the University 
of Cologne several years ago at the 
age of 20, 


N attempted rescue from the 
air seven years ago suddenly 
turned the world’s attention to 
the remote Yakutia Republic inthe 
Soviet Arctic. The Nanuk, an 
American fur-trading schooner, 
loaded with Siberian furs, was 
caught in the ice, Carl Ben Eielson, 
American pilot, flew to the ship 
from Alaska, but on his’second trip 
on Nov. 9, 1929, he was trapped in 
a dense fog and lost:off.the Siberi- 
an coast, 

Although it was the season of 
the polar night, when flying in the 
Arctic was most hazardous, two 
Soviet pilots, Victor’ Galishev and 


Maurice Slepnov, set out to find 
Elelson. They found him near 
Cape Wankaren; his plane had 


crashed, his body had frozen in the 
ice. They took him to a hut, 
wrapped him in two American 
flags and delivered him to a group 
of American aviators who had 
flown from Alaska to join in the 
search. And in solemn flight the 
Soviet and American pilots flew 
back from Yakutia to Alaska) 
Seven years later I was to fly 
through this region with Galishev, 
the pilot who had directed the 
search and who was now biazing a 
network of Arctic airways through 
Yakutia. In this brief interlude the 
airplane had leaped into dramatic 
significance in the Arctic. The 
work of the airmen in the rescue 
had brought home to the natives 
of Yakutia and the leaders of the 
Kremlin the fact that this vast 
republic must be conquered 
through the air. 

This was my second flight to the 
North at the invitation of Prof. 
Otto J. Schmidt, leader of the 
Soviet’s vast program for reclaim- 
ing the Arctic. I flew over a net- 
work of airways starting from Ir- 
kutsk to..Yakutsk, the capital of 
the republic, stretching on to the 
Aldan gold fields, penetrating the 
Bulun reindeer collective farm and 
linking Tixie' Bay; one of the most 
active polar stations in the Arctic, 
with Moscow, Europe and Alaska. 
I flew with sciéntists and: explor- . 
ers, with Russian and’ Yakut polit- 
ical ‘leaders, with fur trappers and 
women specialists and engineers 
who, tapped ‘this earth of its salt 
and.oil and coal. ‘I flew over great 
virgin forests of pine and spruce 
now to be cut, over snow-covered 
mountains, and rivers to be navi- 
gated commercially for the first 
time. I lived with the Yakuts and 
Evenkee, the native people -rising

We 
were flying over forest, through 
which chained men and women 
once had trekked, over mines where 
prisoners had been flogged _ to 
death, over steppes where hundreds 
had died; unable to go on, History 
had left a somber, tragic imprint 
on this land, But today, of this 
old oppressive prison atmosphere, 
only the landscape and the relics 
of these exiles. In almost every 
village we stopped we saw ‘the 
houses exiles had lived in, ‘ and 
streets bearing their names, We
